In a caucus hi Winnipeg in advance of the annual^comerencc 
of the Association of Universities and Colleges of jC^Eads^AUCC) 
council jpraiidentsXtabled. a resolution disapproviiig(of !the féderd 
goverriihén(*s^^ons and demanding that recen in Quebec 
not be used as an excuse to impose further restrictive legislation. 

"It is contradictory to argue that it is necessary to destroy 
democracy in order to save it," the resolution said. "Adequate 
provisions for dealing with seditious activity and terrorism such 
as; occurred in Quebec are already in the Criminal Code'\ the 
caucus continiied. ' 

The day of protest is tentatively scheduled for November 13. 

In other business, the présidents discussed matters such as 
student parity on university- governing bodies, wlicthcr student 
unions will have to be re-structured to meet the needs of students, 
the structure of the AUCC and its failure to be representative of 
students. . - 

■The concept of a revived national union of students was also 
considered briefly but was then dropped.

Strom calls for 
proyincial control

In an address yesterday to the 
Canadian Gub of Montreal. Harry 
Strom, Premier of Alberta, dis-, 
cussed the topic of "regional 
economic disparities within Ca- 
nada". 

He claimed that the present 
progr^S|set up by the federal 
government to deal with regio- 
nal economic disparities will 
lead neither to economic growth, 
nor social justice, nor provincial 
responsibility. 

As alternatives to the present 
programs, he suggested the fol- 
lowing: 

• encouraghig : industry to' lo- 
cate according 'to the'most n*" 
turally efficient criteria 

• a minimum economic secu- 
rity guarantee by the federal 
government for all Canadians 

• each province should take 
initiative to make the most of 
its particular economic poten-.

The Teach-in climaxes long 
weeks of preparation plagued by 
a chronic lack of funds by mem- 
bers of the Committee for the 
Liberation of Southern Africa. 

Committee Chairman George 
Archer expressed disappointment 
at the lack of support by different 
campus organizations. "All the 
organizations had some sort of 
excuse for not being able to give 
us money, but I feel that many of 
them did not give the extra bit of 
effort necessary," stated Archer. 

Committee members were 
forced to contribute money out of 
their own pockets to pay for the 
passages of the speakers. 

Entrance to the teach-in is free 
but donations will be asked for 
in order to defray in part the ex- 
penses incurred by the Commit- 
tee

quick .enough rate. Dr. Norman 
Cooke, Chief Chemical Engineer 
at C.I.L. said that technology 
will always pull through.

Strom admitted that the concept 
of regional economic disparity is 
useful for understanding geogra- 
phic gro.wth and development pat- 
terns in the Canadian economy. 
He believes, however, that the 
concept is misused when applied 
to problems faced by. individual . 
Canadians: problems that should \ 
be generally summed up under ' 
the term "poverty". "The real 
geographic disparities are bet- 
ween the cities and the country- 
side, not so much between gross 
regions" , the Premier clahned. 

"The gap between the average 
family income hi the cities of the 



Opposing this view was Dr. F. 
H. Knehnan, president of Cithsens 
for Social Responsibility hi 
Science, and professor of .Huma- 
niUes of Science at SGWU who 
felt that while the growth of pol- 
lution was proceeding at an ex- 
ponential rate, the control of pol- 
lution was growing at a rate much 
lower than that.

I Both panelists agreed with Dr. 
Bates, Chahman of the' McGill 
Physiology Department and a 
noted pollutioa expert, that fight- 
ing pollution will be a loiig, hard, 
and expensive battle. 

. Most of the burden. Dr. Bates 
said, wijl be borne by -the tax- 
payer, he added, that "we're in 
an hronlc situation where most ol 
the cost of pollution is not borne 
by the industries which produce 
them". - 

"All these costs are borne by 
some industry which doesn't 
reap the profits of the articles 
which cause this pollution." con- 
thiued Dr Bates. 

Dr. Knehnan stated "it would 
be more economic to combat pol- 
lution on the long-run. But we 
have to choose which values we 
want and where ouf priorities 
lie". Dr Knehnan; further Jmplied 
that if it Was shoH-fôm^cono- 
mlc growth we waiità^^^we 
would not progress fan^lîïvour' 
battle against pollution. But if it 
was overall economic growth we 
v^anted, than we had to battle 
pollution, and now. 

. Commenting on the difficulty of 
legislathig agabist pollution. Dr. 



Bates said that one problem is 
that there is a major difference 
between hard legislation and 
enforcement of this legislation. 

"For instance," Dr. Bates said, 
"if a small boy relieves himself 
in a stream in Ontario, he breaks 
27 different laws. How do you 
enforce them?" 

One method of combatting pol- 
lution suggested by Dr. Knehnan 
was to recycle. "We have to look 
at Earth as a spaceship. If we 
don't recycle, we're in trouble. 
We can't get to the moon in a 
small spaceship without constant.^ 
recycling, how can we expect to' 
survive on the spaceship Earth 
without recycling," asked Dr. 
Knehnan. 

Though most of the forecasts 
seemed rather gloomy. Dr. Knel- 
man had one ray of hope to offer. 
"I feel that the rise of conscious- 
ness is coming quickly enough for 
Man to do something about our 
■ pollution. The whole history of the 
Human Race has been one of sur- 
vival. I think we've evolved to it. 
The awareness of the problem 
and" the' feeling of people that 
something has to be done will 
rise quickly enough for Man to 
survive". . . i,"

i^'Over dinner, a recently graduated physician suggested 
that the Quebec Government was acting in a criminal and 
dictatorial fashion. Doctors were being forced to supply ' 
their services until the middle of 1972 at arbitrary rates 
dictated to them by the gnomes in Quebec. If any doctor re- 
fused such privilege, Ms possessions would be seized. The 
civil rights of the medical profession in a free democratic 
society yrere being trampled upon! Physicians' right to 
travel was' being impeded to'the extent that they were un- 
der virtual house arrest!

Quebec's army of unemployed constitutes roughly 409^ 
of all unemployed in Canada. How many Westmount or Ou- 
trembnt doctors' sons are unemployed? How many sons of 
Pointe St. Charles, of Petit Burgundy? 

The government seems to have painted the'speciidists' 
into a corner. On one hand they su{jport universal medical 
care, but one the other they refuse to recognise the special 
economic conditions of the Quebec context. In addition, the 
federation of medical specialists has refused to negotiate the 
"just price" that their services should command. They 
prefer negotiations center around the total number of 
dollars available to them collectively. Doctors' incomes in 
Ontario should not determine fee schedules in Quebec. Any- 
way, who has the gall to reject 152,000 a year as a sum too 
paltry to be taken seriouisly? 

Even though theTederation's behavior can be viewed as 
infantile at best. Bill 41 orderhig doctors back to work, only 

bound'them to provide the people of Quebec with their taint-

In real terms, the Quebec medical scheme will provide 
every class vnth equal services. In a sense it will redistri- 
bute doctors' services to those who need them and away 
from those who could command them. With the intensity 
of medical services becoming more uniform the total be- 
nefits derived from medical science in the province will 
increase. 

For those who condemn this creeping encroachment of 
the Social Welfare State upon their freedom to exploit, let 
them be forewarned. The Benson Iceberg is about to surface!

Quebec Medicare provides one of the most equal distri- 
butions of services of any plan in Canada. Neither Ontario's 
overbllling provisions nor Saskatchewan's deterrent fees 
are incorporated in the Quebec PUm. No supplemental in- 
surance plan will be authorised to provide benefits for ser- 
vices covered by Medicare. Only those who can pay fees 
charged by doctors vAio opt out of the scheme will perhaps 
receWe more intensive care.

surpluses, they, resented having 
to part with all but a bare mini- 
mum on which to live. 

In 1929, the war against the 
kulaks began by dforts to place 
all of them in collective farms. 
In opposition to this, the kulaks 
slaughtered millions of horses and 
vCattle^„and agricultural produc- 
StiônW<d^(ln't recover completdy 
utitil the Second Worid War. A 
League of Nations analysis re- 
ported five million 'abnormal' 
deaths for this period. At least 
one half of these people died in 
the collectivization . process, the 
rest in political purges and in dr- 
cumstances stemming from a ra- 
pid rate of industrialization. (No, 
most Poll. Sd. textbooks don't 
mention this glorious period of 
'liberty' in Soviet histoiy.) 

Other highlights of the U.S.S.R. 
include having little choice, in vAiai 
sort of Ufe^youi^iito lead, hav- 
ing often^to^aSe^single room 
with a number of other conurades 
for homelife, and the constant fear 
resulting from the knowledge that 
if you critidze in any way Com- 
minist party government or poli- 
cy, you will be executed or sent to 
Siberia.

(4) At each ol the above meetings three hundred (300) members shall cons- 
titite a quorum for'the transaction ol business. AnUnollidal Meeting is one lor 
wh Ich there I* no quorum present 

5) An Olliclal MMlIng bl the Shident* Society shall hw* the power to put 
any question to a' relerendum arM to determine the ««ordlngol the ballot and 
Iha date or dates, tlie relerendum shall be conducted. The Chief Rehirnlng Ot- . 
ficer of the Student* Society shall hold the relerendum accordingly. Without 
prejudice to the loregolng. no decision taken at an Ollidai Meeting shall

ARTIOE XVI - REFERENDUM

A sub-amendnient shall apftty only to the same section 
or sections ol the Articles affected by the amendment proposed In Itie preceding 
week. 

5) In the event that the McGill Daily is not being published the requirements ol 
this Artide, as.weU a* those ol Article* XII: XIIL XIV, XV shall be met by 
publishing the relevant statement or statements In Public Address. 

6) Proposed amendments or sub-amendments must tie submitted In writing to 
the Secretary- Trenurer ol the Students' Sodety, and must be signed by at 
least ten members ol the Student* Society. 

7) A Proposed amendment-shall be put to a relerendum within two weeks al- 
ter a minimum ol two hundred (200) members have so voted at an Olljdal or 
UnolllclalMeetingol the Student* Society. 

8) TheamendmentsshallbeeomeellectivewhenapprovedbytheUniversity.
